' And if you have never made trips 
that can yield you such joyous re- 
collections, you still can have that 
even greater fascination of map- 
travel. in trying to puzzle out from

You must select the spots where 
you could touch civilisation to re 
plenish ammunition and stores, de- 
cide how: much you would have to 
pack to carry you, through unpeo- 
pled stretches, and on this point of 
what you must carry, you must also 
devide what will be the best method 
of travelling that particular route 
—on horse-back or mule-back, with, 
one or mére pack-animals, or by 
boat or ‘canoe, or, lastly, on’ your 
own two feet with the irreducible 
minimum to be-carried on your own 
shoulders in rucksack or “swag.” 

The map tells you a lot but not 
enough unless you study it hard, 
make: your deductions, reason out 
from what it does ‘tell other facts 
it does not.

- NEW CLOCK. 


TO BE THE FINEST IN THE 
WHOLE - WORLD. , 


“in Messina, now largely -rebuilt 


devastated her-in 1908, there will 
soon be erected a tower, forming 
part of the reconstructed Cathedral, 
which will rise to a height of 104 
feet above the ground.” This is the 
highest edifice yet constructed in 
Messina since the disaster, and its 
plans have been studied with the 
greatest care, so that it may be able 
to resist all future shocks.. 

The most remarkable part of the 
tower will be the clock -that will 
crown it. This surpasses the clock 
of Strasbourg, up to now the most

jointed.The lion holds between its 
front paws a banner with the arms 
of the city, of which the lion is the 
heraldic emblem.

The lion is Placed between the 
two ogives which contain the bella 
on'which the hours will be struck 
by the figures of Dian and Clarenza, 
the two women of the people, who, 
legend aiys, being on guard on the 
night of ‘August 8, 1282, gave tho 
ery of alarm which announced the 
approach of Charles of Anjou. 

The cock will crow three times a 
day, to‘salute the dawn, noan, and 
the hour of sunset. 

At mid-day the lion will wave his 
tail, lift up his head, and roar, 
When he finishes, _ the following 
wseene takes place below him.
